Mn Epiror:—Having little else to do 
this evening, I thought I would write 
you ashort account of the doings in this 
vicinity: The staple article of trade, as 
most of your readers know, or tliis place 
is pine lumber, and as tho prices of lum- 
ber bave been low, and the demand limi- 
ted during the past year, business here 
has suffered to a considerable; extent. 
Yet, although money is scarce, as this is 
the centre of an extensive farming sec- 
tive, there ia always a considerable 
amount of trade brought to this place. 
We lave four stores in operation here 
now, and there will be another opened 
in April or May next. I know that 
Pittsville has gotten a rather unenviable 
reputation, in some soctions of this Coun- 
ty, and l am ready to admit that there 
was a time in our history when it was not 
altogether undeservod : sud I am also 
rendy to assert, without fear of contra- 
diction, that at present there is not a 
more peaceable, well disposed, not to sav 
enlightened, village in this county. True 
we have no Farmer's Grange yet, or lodge 
of Good Templars, but we are going to 
have both soon ; and we are going to have 
"local option” too, for you see we aro not 
going to vote for any mau for the uext 
Legislature, who is not au advocate of 
that measure. We have two churches 
here, and the Methodist Protestant 
church, under the labors of Rev. Dr. 
Ames, has attuincd to a greater degice of 
prosperity, and success than at any for- 
mer period for sereal years.

Wast: of Home Resources. 


A eorrespóndent of tlie. Southern 
Farm and Home rpoaking of the ex- 


travagant use of sommercial fortilizers 
to the neglect of home manures, states 
that in a recent journey uf Rome ex- 
tent through the Sonth he found the 
p'antatioa out-houses crammed with 
fortilizers. Inn very few instances 
these were bought for cash at $60 to 
370 per ton, with heavy outlays, but 
in the majority of cases the purchases 
were made on time, with the 
addition of 20 percent. tocash prices, 
payment being seeured by u fuctor's 
acceptance, for which a charge was | 
made of abont 2 per cent. per month. 

the factor reeciving a lien on crops, | 
stock &c. Yetat these plantations | 
no effort was made to: gave home: | 
made manur:; the stable manure 
which, if properly eured for, would 
have equaled several tons of the 
chemical fertilizers in value, was left 
uncovered and exposed to the wash

A New England gentleman wriles 
that during the Summer of 1571 he} 
visited the towns in his vicinity for | 
the purpose of observing the current ; 
methods of firm management. He 
found that on a large number of the 
farms manurial liquids were wholly 
wasted More tlıan one-half of the 
barns were withont cellars, and the 
manure was thrown from their 
dows into the open yard, where it 
lay exposed to rains, causing rapid 
decay of the lower boards and sills 
of the barn, and losing a very large 
proportion of its valuable elements. 
—Yct farmers guilty of this waste 
were buying superphosphate to $60 
per ton. 

I«rmovixa. Sanpy  Soms:— Sand: 
soils do not hold manure for a great 
length of time. Hence the question 
to be studied first is—is there a sub- 
soil not too deep to be plowed up so 
as to mix with sand, thus forming n 
soil which will hold a fe:tilizer ? But 
this clay under soil ınay be at too 
great to depth to admit its being 

plowed up at profitable rates; then 
the question,must be to fertilize the 
npper strate of sand aloue. The first 
point to be attained in this is to make 
the silien of the sand soluble, so that 
the stalks of the grain may live 
strength. This is done hy the addi 
tiun of an alkali, a green crop, or by 
any decaying vegetab'o matter To 
say that these chemically different 
enbstances act alike in this respect 
may secem singular, bat they all tend 
to make the silica soluble. The first 
does it by combining with the silicic 
eid abd forming a silicato of soda. 
potash, or lime, ns may ba the alkai, 
usel Tho second and third act 
similarly, ns in the course of vegeta 
ble decay an acid known as humic 
acid ia generated, und this acid has 
the ability to resolve silica. Butit is 
always better to use an alkali in con- 
nection witha green crop, for the 
yeagon that then the alkali will act in 
maxing the silica soluble, and the 
humic acid of the plant will be left 
free to resolve itself into nmmonin 
Therefore, a jndicions vombniatiun of 
an alkali anl a green crop can be 
made the best and cheapest fertilizers 
for n sandy «oil.

To Ispoon Ganvexens. —\ corres 
pondent of the Farmer says: Plants 
kept in a sitting room where frequent 
sweeping lins to he done should be 
covered until the dust has settled. as 
dust npon the foliage injures the 
plant by retarding its growth and 
bloom, aś loaves ure to plant life what 
lungs are Lo animal life, 

Where scale or red spider have ac- 
euronlated, as they will in a warm, 
dry atmosphere, or in dark situations 
whale oil sonp sude showered over 
the leayes and sponged off on the un 
der side, or turning the bottom up 
and dipping tho whole down into de- 
soction, will remove the pesta. Whore 

plants exo crowded into too small 
apace, they will generate. the aphis 
or green fly, and the thrip and mealy 
bug Smoking or washing the plants 
thoroughly will destroy these ulso. 
Above all, give your plants plenty | 
of fresh air and ull the sunshine pos- 
sible. But few plants will grow in 
the shade, and this class is mostly 

confined to the begonia family and a 

few varieties of vines; n:nong them 

are tho amilax and common ivy.

Divide your large 
farms into truck patches, and you 
will find that 10 acres will bring you 
as much in small fruit and vegetables 
as 50 in grain. Your soil is not yet 
rich enough for heavy crops of grnin. 
It needs lime and plenty of stirring

For the lovers of the marvelous there 
were monstrosities like the ‘woolly 
horse,”

sweeping whole regiments down with 
the deadly mitraillense. 

Then there was the lecture-room, 
or theatre, where Sothern, Barney 
Williams, and othor well-known ac- 
tors won their first laurels, before 
audiences that could not often afford 
to treat themselves to an evening's 
amusement at the more expensive 
theatres. The transient attractions 
of the Museum were constantly varied. 
There were “living statuary,” panto- 
mime, instrumenta) music, ventril- 
oquism, Punch and Judy, fancy glass 
blowing, jugglery, etc., and when this 
marvelons building, with all its con 
tents, was destroyed by fire, on the 
18th of July, 1865, the community 
eustained a loss thnt neithor time nor 
money could retrieve. Mr. Barnum, 
itis true, soon established a new 
museum higher up on Broadway, 
where he gathered an admirable col 
lection of curiosities, but it did not 
compare with the old. “The second 
Temple was hot like the first." 

Theso reminiscences of the old 
American Museum, whichis still held 
in affectionate remembranco by a 
large portion of the community, are 
naturally suggested by the announce- 
ment of Mr. Barnum's latest and 
most gigantic enterprise, tho “Great 
Roman Hippodrome," with which he 
proposes to travel through the States 
during the coming season. His pro- 


lions, bears, tigers,and other anituals. 
For the exhibition of the menagorie 


doing any good, but it has done 
much harm by making people who 
have done well do badly, by becoming 
discouraged. You often henr people 
speaking of days that are past, when 
everything went on smoothly ; but. 
if you Ead lived then, I think you 
would have found many complainers. 

But are the times really harder now 
than they have been? In some parta 
of the country probably they are. If 
they are not, they will seem so to 
some people, who always think they 
arc. There isa great deal of truth in 
Hamlet's remark, “There is nothing, 
either good or bad, but thinking 
makes it so.” You may think that the 
times nre hard until they really are. 
One man may cry hard times in a 
neighborhood till they all get at it, 
then they will have hard times sure 
enough. 

Perhaps in the section where this 
will be read tho times aro n little 
barder than usual The people in 
Wicomico have been having, until a 
short time back, a plentiful time.— 
But while they were doing well,some 
of them were all the time complain. 
ing. Ido not know that they are 
more so than other people, Ido not 
believe they are. But, strange as it 
may seem, the very ones who are 
saying the most about hard times are 
doing the least toward making them 
better. Why nre the times so hard ? 
I answer—lack of education; lack 
of economy ; Jack of energy. 

You will find muny persons who 
could have been well educated with 
no education. There are hundreds 
of children from school to day who 
should be there. We have public 
schools. Ask the parents why they 
do not send their children to them.— 
The reply is, "Had times—they 
must work.” Mark the man who 
thus speaks, will you? You will find 
that in one year he will throw away 
enough to send his children to school 
nt least that length of time. How! 
I do not say that I can tell you how 
all do it, but I will tell you how some 
do. You will find one with his mouth 
puffed out with a quid of tobacco, 
which makes him look like a cow 
chewing her cud. That appears to 
be a small thing when ho buys five 
or ten cents' worth at a time; but 
count it up at tho. end of the year. 
and you will find that he has thrown 
away from twenty to fifty dollars. 

Others you will find smoking ci- 
gars. That looks like a pig prepar- 
ing for a snow-storm. But tho result 
is different, for tho pig is making 
himself a bed, but tho smoker i8 mak 
ing himself a bed-less. Count tlie 
cost, and you will find that in one 
year he will waste from fifty to four 
hundred dullars. 

There are many other. ways in which 
men are throwing away their money. 
Drinking soul-poisoning fire-water, 
gambling, eto. 

Now, Mr. Editor, if a man has all 
oftheso bad habits combined, he 
may throw away a yerrly income of 
from $10,000 to $100,000, which 
would be enough, not only to give 
his children 4 common school educa- 
tion, but a collegiate one; and yet, 
all the time, his family are in a suf- 
fering condition, and they with him 
complaining of hard times. Look nt 
the money that he is daily throwing 
away. Ho does not take it iu his 
hand and throw it as far ns ho can 
send it. "Twould be far better if he 
would. But, instead of that, ho is 
ruining his health, running his sou’ 
to the devil, leaving his children nn 
educated, and with nothíng save hie 
bad rame upon them, and his bad 
example to follow. 


and the various shows, displays, and 
performances connected with the en- 
terprise, two enormous tents, each 
500 feet in length and 300 in width. 
have been provided, one of which will 
be kept in advance, in order that no 
time may be lost by delay in making 
ready. The question of transporta: 
tion by rail—a very serious one—was 
solved by the construction of 150 care 
twice the usual length,built expressly 
for this purpose. Among them are 
a number of “horse-palace” cars, 
constructed with commodious stalls, 
in which the horses can Jie down and 
rest while on tho journey, and arrive 
at the place of exhibition quite fresh 
for the performance. Besides mov- 
ing the tents. animals, nnd all other 
material in these Hippodrome cars. 
berths will be provided in those de- 
voted to the personnel of the company 
for nearly all the employes. Besides 
the great exhibition tents, there are 
cooking and dining tents, and stable 
tents for the horses and other ani- 
mnls. Therc ia also attached to the 
company a large corps of blacksmiths 
nad carpenters and builders, some of 
whom precede the show several days 
to make ready for the exhibition by 
preparing the ground, erecting seats, 
The dressing-room tents alone 
will cover more ground than an or- 
dinary circus. 

To move such an enormous estab- 
lishment without hitch or delay re. 
quires the employment of clear-head- 
ed practical mon at the head of 
each department. Every thing is 80 
arranged as to move with the smooth- 
ness and precision of clock work. At 
the appointed hour the canvas will 
go up, the strect procession will move 
the performances will commence 
When all is over, aud the great tont 
emptied, every thing will be packed 
up by those detailed for the work, 
and the caravan, without the loss of 
a minute, will be on the move toward 
the next placo of exhibition. 

The programme of performances 
will be varied and attractivo. Donald- 
son will make da*ly balloon ascensions 
with a car largo enough to contain a 
company of five or six porsons, ntn 
cost of about $500 a day for this fen- 
ture alone. Then there will be tho 
“Roman races" in chariots driven by 
"Amazons," the “liberty races," in 
wbich forty wild horses aro turned 
Joose in the arena in exact imitation 
of the famous carnival races of Rome 
aud Naples; the “standing races,” in 
which the riders stand on bare-back 
horses ; hurdle races for ladies; flat 
races by English, French. and Amer- 
ican jockeys ; besides camal, elephant 
ostrich, and monkey races. Another 
feature will bo exhibitions of Indian 
life on the plains, in which tho actors 
will be scores of Indiana, with their 
squaws and papponses. They will 
put up a genuine Indian encampment 
hunt real buffaloes, give war-dancen, 
pony racen, foot races agains’ horses, 
exhibitions of daring horsemanship, 
lasso-throwing. A band of Mexican 
raiders, mounted on their famous 
mustangs, will make n pretended at- 
tack on the Indian camp, and give a 
mimic but faithful representation of 
the wild scenes enacted on the Wes- 
tern frontier. The Englislé stag-bunt 
will be an exact picture of the sport 
itself, with » company of 160 men and 
women in full hunting costume, anda 
large pack of English stag honnds. 
Thero will also be many other inter- 
eating and attractive features, the 
mere mention of which would. make a 
small volume.
